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REMARKS 

Claims 1-7 and 9 are currently pending in the application, as amended. Claim 8 
has been canceled without prejudice to pursue claim 8 in a continuation application or other 
related applications. The specification has been amended to correct a typographical error on line 
3 of the abstract submitted with a preliminary amendment. Accordingly, because the 
Amendment merely places the claims in allowable form and corrects a typographical error in the 
abstract, no new matter has been added. 

SPECIFICATION 

The Examiner has objected to the specification because in line 3 of the Abstract of 
the Disclosure the plirase, "break pedal shaft" should be the phrase, "brake pedal shaft " 
Applicant has provided herewith a replacement abstract paragraph wherein underlining indicates 
additions and bracketing indicates deletions in comparison to the original abstract as required by 
the Manual of Patent Examining Procedure § 1453. Specifically, Applicant has amended the 
phrase, "break pedal shaft" in line 3 of the abstract submitted with a preliminary amendment to 
read, "brake pedal shaft" as suggested by the Examiner. Accordingly, Applicant respectfully 
requests that the Examiner reconsider and withdraw the objection to the specification in view of 
the above-described Amendment. 

CLAIMS 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. $ 251 

The Examiner has rejected claim 8 as being an improper recapture of claimed 
subject matter deliberately canceled in the application for the patent upon which the present 
reissue application is based. 

Although Applicant does not agree with the Examiner that claim 8 is an attempt to 
improperly recapture claimed subject matter, claim 8 has been canceled to expedite prosecution 
and allowance of the present application.
